In view of the recent serious out- 
break of Foot and Mouth Diseise in 
the United States, with its subsequent 
seriousness losses and necessity for 
I stringent measures, Canadian stock 
owners should acquaint themselves 
with the particulars of this disease. 
A seven page pamphlet, prepared by 
Dr. J. G. Rutherford, formerly Vet. 
Director General for Canada, outlines 
\the symptons and appearance of the 
| disease with its treatment and pre- 
| ventive measures. In view of the fact 
| that it is one of the most infectious 
diseases known, attacking nearly all 
species of farm animals, aud that the 
many different ways in whichits germs 
cin be conveyed from place to place 
render it very difficult to prevent. its 
spread once it has made its appear- 
ance in a community, preventive 
jMeasures are of the utmost impor- 
tance, In this pamphlet a uumber of 
jsuch measures bave been outlined by 
Dr, Rutherford, a knowledge of which 
should prove of great value should the 


disease inike its appearance in Cana-

Brilliant Exploit of a Brainy Wis- 
consin Lumberman. 


A BIT OF WAR TIME STRATEGY

miral Porter's Gunboats Shot the

It wus to ralse 
the level of the water ubove the rapids 
by constructing a great dam across 
the river. 
water bad accumulated be proposed to 
break the dum in the center, thns fore 
ing the vessels with the outrushing 
flood through the shallows and into 
the deep water below. Before the war 
Colonel Bailey had been a lumberman 
and had often seen this scheme em 
ployed in the Wisconsin pineries to 
“lift” stranded rafts of logs to sufety 
Tbe project was at first received with 
ridicule by Colonel Bailey's superiors 
It was declared impossible of achieve 
ment by the best engineers in the 
army. 

But there was nothing else to be 
done, and at length the Wisconsin 
lumberman was dubtuusly granted per: 
mission to put bis project to the proof 
His first step was to requisition de 
tuchments of “pinery boys” from the 
Twenty-third and Twenty-ninth Wis 
tonsin regiments, who understood what 
was to be done and bow to go about It 

In all 3,000 men were employed tn 
the enterprise. Hundreds of men were 
et to felling trees, other hundreds toll 
ed in the quarries that were opened 
for the occasion, and two or three hun 
dred wagons Were engaged in the es

Wonderful Instrument That is Used to| Stricter Censorship Will be Establish- 


Obtain the Exact Range 


Anyone who has fired a weapon at 
a distant object knows that its dis-' 
tance is an important element in tak- 
ing aim, The shot does not move in 
a straight line, but in a curve, and 
the farther away the target is the 
more the weapon must be elevated 
when it is hred. In target firing on 
land, the distance of each range is 
<nown exactiy. During a naval bat- 
tle the enemy's distance cannot be 
ascertained by direct measurement, 
hence the empolyment of telemeters, 
or range finders, who do the busi- 
ness by using well known optical 
principles. The operation of the latest 
instruments of this kind is explained 
by Sauvaire Jourdan, Says Mrs, Jour- 
dan: 

“When powerful artillery has been 
installed on board of a warship it is 
of the utmost importance to give to 
those who are to operate it the means 
of doing so with the greatest effic- 
iency. Among these means the edu- 
cation and training of those who are 
to serve the guns stands in the first 
place, and immediately afterward 
come, the instruments that make it 
possible to know the distance of the 
object to ve hit. 

“It is considered and_ experience 
proved it at Tsushima, that the ves- 
sel or naval force that is the first to 
get the range and the first to send a 
shell against the enemy, will have 
gained an incontestable advantage and 
will have in a manuer protected itself 
from attack, 

“The instrument now used on most 
vessels to obtain the distance of a 
point is the telemeter, or Barr and 
Stroud, of English origin, This tele- 
meter was invented in 1888, 

“Its length, which is precisely de- 
termined, serves as the base ofa 
triangle, on which the point whose 
distance is to be measured is theuapex, 
A very simple formula then gives the 
distance sought. 

“The light rays, reaching the two 
extremities of the base, strike the 
reflecting surfaces of two mirrors, 
placed at the ends of the telemeter, 
and are reflected through the lenses 
to the centre of the instrument, where 
two other mirrors, M1, M2, placed one

“Bach object lens forms an image 
of the object seen, and ‘the observer 
sees in his fleld of images that, ac- 
cording to the type of instrument, 
may appear to touch each other or be 


the two images appear one above the

“If now, the object seen approaches 
the left end of the telemeter, the ray 
received by a reflector placed at the 
right end will assume a new direction,

Wood Used in Maritime Provinces 

Two hundred million feet, ‘board 
measure, of wood per year are re- 
quired by the various industries of the 
Maritime Provinces that use wood as 
their raw material—not to speak of 
the many millions of feet of timber 
used in rough building construction 
for poles and railway cross-piles, fuel 
and the man. other uses of timber. 

Such is the tonclusion of an investi- 
gation recently made by the Vorestry 
Branch of the Dominion Department 
of the Interior into the wood-using 
industries of the Maritime Provinces, 
and published as their Bulletin No, 44, 
“Woodusing Industries of the Mari- 
time Provinces.” The value of the 
wood. used is nearly $8,700,000; of this 


entire amount only 12.5 per cent.— 
about-25,000,000 feet. was imported. 
Twenty-eight kinds of wood are 


used in the dndustries, spruce occupy: 
ing first place. A list of the uses of 
each particulary wood in the industries 
is a teature of the bulletin. 

The report is compiled from reports 
sent in by over six hundred manufae- 
turers of the province, a classified list 
of whom, with their addresses, is 
given in the work,

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BOOKS BOUND IN GOLD. 
Costly Volumes Which Have Reen 
Made For Connoisseurs, 


One thousand four  Lundred 
pounds is the value set upon a mag- 
nificent specimen of present-day 


English bookbinding about to be 
sent to America. The book is an 
illuminated manuscript of some of 
Keat’s poems, and has just been 
completed after two years’ work, 
The poems are written and iliumin- 
ated on vellum, and illustrated with 
original water-colors, while the 
morocco cover is elaborately gold- 
tooled, inlaid with over 4,400 pieces 
of colored leather, and set with over 
1,000 precious stones, 

This book was designed nd 
bound by Mr. George Sutcliffe, the 
noted bookbinder of Poland street, 
London, who has evolved many orig- 
fnal ideas in bookbinding. He was 
the first to use jewelled decorations 
—pearls instead of white leather, 
@arnets instead of red leather, and 
s0,0on. That such work pays is evi- 
dent from the fact that Mr. Sutcliffe 
now employs, eighty men. 

The illumjnated manuscript of 
Keats referred to is the most elabor- 
ate specimen of binding executed by 
Mr. Sutcliffe since he designed a 
jewelled Omar Khayyam, which was 
purchased hy the German Govern- 
ment for the Frankfort Museum 
twelve yeurs ago, and in the decora- 
tion of which twenty-one opals were 
used, Another specimen of Mr. Sut- 
cliffe’s art is a sumptuously-bound 
copy of Shelley’s works, each flower 
on the hawthorn decoration being 
be‘ with a pearl, 

‘\olumes in modern binding which 
sell for $1,000 to $2,500 each are 
by no means uncommon, Not long 
ngo, for instance, u set of Dickens 
was published, the price per volume 
heing $1,000, each book being bound 
in vellum and enclosed in a casket 
of white silk and leather, 

It was a marvellous production, 
but scarcely so interesting +- the 
Hon. Walter Rothschild’s book on 
“Extinct Birds,’’ which represented 
many years of labor and cost its 
author something like $100,000 to 
produce. Mr. Rothschild stipulated 
that the book should be turned out 
in imperishable form, as it was im- 
probable that the subject would ever 
be done again and he wished the 
work to endure for all time. Only 
300 copies were printed in English 
for private circulation, the price of 
each copy being $125, 


Strange Modern Building, 


One of the most extraordinary 
buy ings erected in modern times fa 
now being built near Dornach, tn 
Alsace. It is called the Temole of 
the Science of the Spirit and will be 
the mecca for every student of oc- 
cultism and mysticism in Europe, 
The temple should be completed by 
December, when formal opening 
ceremonies of great pomp are to be

It owes its inception aid cone 
struction to Dr. Rudolf Steiner, a 
German theosophist, who has at 
least 4,000 followers.

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STRATEGIC MOVE MADE BY — 


FRENCH COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF 


GENERAL JOFFRE OUT-WITTED GEN. VON KLUCK 


By Far-Sighted Plan ot Campaign the Germans were led into the 
Trap of the Marne—Allies’ Retreat at a Critical 
Juncture Turned the Tables 


Whether or not the war offices of 
Britain and France have definite 
knowledge of the matter themselves, 
the world as large, at any rate, has 
never been supplied with a definite 
reason for the sudedn swerving of the 
3erman armies southeastward from 
the very gates of Paris. There had 
becn no serious repulses experienced 
by them prior to that sudden chauge 
of plan, but just when the world was 
expecting the bombardment of the 
French capital to begin, they turned 
portly around and marched right past | 
their objective. 

Tho latest reports of General Sir 
Johin French, covering the latter end 
eof the retreat of the allies to the 
Marne, and the figut‘ug from then on, 
do not state a reason for the enemy's ! 
chenge of plans, being seemingly pur- 
posely vague on the stage of the cam- 
pairn. But these reports, however, do 
provide some hints which are of as- 
sistance in speculating as to thie 
cause of the sudden swerve of the 
Germans. 

In the first place, we heard much in 
those discouraging days of retreat 
about the desperate attempt of the 
e omy to tur. the extreme left of the 
allics, the British under General 
French being on the defensive side of 
this attempted turning movement. 
Before We knew whether this move- 
ment was to be successful, word came 
of the unexplained swerve of Von 
Kluck. Statements by General French 
throw some light here, however. 
While the English were retiring before | 
Von Kluck they referred to by 
the comamnder as forming the ex- 
treme left of the allied line, then, 
Without the change being explained, 
we find General french saying in his 
report that on August 29 “three or four | 
more German corps were opposing the} 
sixth French army on my left.” 

Yhat is, prior to August 29 the} 
British were on the extreme left, but! 
on that date the ‘sixth French army” 
had taken the extreme northwest posi-| 
tion. This would seem to clear up 
the situation with respect to the, 
turning movement attempted by Von) 
Kinck, and at the same time provide) 
a reason for the swetve to the south- | 
east. Apparently General Joffre sav-| 
ed the left by sending up a new! 
French army, and when Von Kluck | 
found this new obstacle in his path) 
he bad either to abandon his turning | 
movement or continue it at great) 
risk well to the northwest. Rather 
than do this, and also because the 
German armies advancing on Paris 
farther south were meeting with dif- 
ficulties, Von Kluck decided to go to}

* © * T finally arranged with Gen- 
eral Joffre to effect a further short 
retirement towards the line between 
Compiegne and Soissons,” the Post 
says: 

“Evidently it was the British com- 
mander’s belief that the time had 
come to make a stand and that he 
yielded only to strategical reasons 
propounded by General Joffre. What 
were these reasons? Apparently 
these; that while the Sixth French 
Army on the British left might be 
sent forward against the German 
line, and so possibly bring an end 
to the retreat, it was more profit- 
able to hold this army back until 
the German advance had come 50 
far south that this French army, 
instead of being sent against the 
German front, could be thrown 
against the enemy's flank, Gencral 
Joffre’s reasons must have been con- 
vineing because we find that not only 
did General French consent to make 
a “short retirement toward the line 
between Compiegne and Soissons,” 
but that in the course of the following 
week he {211 back fifty miles further 
south to below the Marne, 

“Tt thus follows that Gen. Joffre; 
like Gen. French, recognized that 
the German advance against Paris 
had failed by the end of August, 
but that Gen. Joffre foresaw, what 
did not, that von Kluck, 
shut off from Paris, would swerve to 
the east, and so expose his flank to 
the new French army. It was a bold 
move to anticipate on the part of the 
enemy. Why should von Kluck sheer 
to the southeast, and march with his 
right flank across the enemy's tront? 
Here the probable answer is that 
yon Kluck knew, what Gen, Joffre 
knew, that on ihe left of the Ger- 
man line things were not going well; 
that the Crown Prince was being 
forced back, or, at least, held in 
check; and that it was worth while 
taking the risk of a flank aitack from 
the French on the chance of breaking 
through the allied centre, or, at the 
very least, relieving the pressure 
against the German left. Over-confid- 
ence may have induced von Kluck to 
believe that a heavy rear guard would 
be sufficient to keep the Sixth French 
Army back from his flank until his 
main foree, joined with von Bulow's, 
had broken through the Vreneh cen- 
tre.
